Oakland. Cal., February 22. — Derby Day of 1908 
at Oakland will go down into tiirf history as the 
banner day of racing on a California race course. 
All records in the matter of attendance and number 
of layers engaged were broken. The forty-three 
t>ooks iloing business were wlioliy unable to supply 
the wants of the speculatively inclined public. To- 
day’s card was liigb-class. Eight of the best tliree- 
year-olds in training faceil the starter for the big 
event, the California Derby at one miie and a qnar- 
ter, inelinling at least one turf star of great magni- 
tude in the Madden-Iired I’lanudes-— Ilitliyla colt, 
Me«*lick, wliicli started a lieavily backed ixlds on 
favorite. Of tlie others Stanley Fay and Early Tide, 
conpleil witli (h*eston as the D»* Arman entry, were 
next fancied. In tlie actual riiniiiiig there was only 
one liors** in tlie ra**e and that was Meelick, wliiiSi 
won all the way with supreme ea.se. Itugan was 
s****mingly able to r«*strain the gigantic chestnut 
back with ids o]»tM>nents niul linislie*! pulling him u|» 
to a walk ftiiiP lengtlis In fr*>iit of the r**soliite- 
g*iiiig Stanley Fay, which «>arned a game sei*ond la 
the **Iosing strid**s from Early Tide, the game an*l 
P**rsist**nt topweigUt, Rnt for toi> close and Ktr*'iiu- 
0118 early pursuit of the winner Early Tide might 
have scor*‘d 8«*cond place.

'rh*re was an attractive sidelight to tlie lug fea- 
ture, the M’aterhoiise Cup ITclimluary at one mile 
and three-*iiiarters, which resulted in tlie most mys- 
tifying uiiset of the present meeting In the defeat 
of Deter Sterlln.g. The Trotter horse was meeting 
a baud of inferior class horses on even terms iu 
the matter of weights and at a distance particularly 
.suitable to a rating stayer, such as he has proven 
himself to la*. With Dugan np. Deter Sterling 
seemed the liest bet of the card and he was liacked 
almost off the IsMirds. 

Tlie remaiiuler of the card furnisli*al lilgU-cIass 
s|s)rt, and with the successes of practically four 
favorites, the afternoon’s racing was very satis 
factory. 

Banie.v Sclireilier rt*snmed his position in the big 
ring today after an ahs**nce of ten *lays *>n a**count 
of illness. .Mr. Schreib**r is far from being a well 
man ami his condition is exciting concern among his 
friends.

he could and tlie result to<lay is one of the most 
striking pictures |M)ssil)le showing how much dis- 
comfort tlie vice-cliairman of the Jo<-key Club had 
undergone in liis trip to .Xlbany. 

Later, in one of the parlor cars returning to 
New Y’ork, flasliliglit pictures were taken of Harry 
Payne Whitney, James Butler, W. -X. Engeman 
and others and all the gentlemen named willingly 
did all they could to make the camera man's task 
an easy one. 

Mr. Whitney Informed me that his trainer, John 
W. Rogers, is very ill from pneumonia. He is at 
Aiken, S. C., with the horses wintering there, and 
his wife has been telegraphed to come on. Each 
racing season Mr. Rogers is ill more or less. He 
is a man of high nervous tension and his resixmsi- 
bility is so keenly felt that it makes him ill. He 
has stopped the use of tobacco and coffee, think- 
ing Iwth had injured his nervous system. If any- 
tliing happened to Mr. Rogers, a first-class position 
as trainer of great Iiorses would be open to some 
skillful horseman. It would l>e a misfortune to 
Mr. Whitney if anything should happen to 
his trainer at the iM'ginning of a racing season, 
which would be so important a one to him under 
or<linary circumstances. 

The death of King Edward’s Persimmon, wliieh 
occurred as a sequel to the broken pelvis of two 
months ago, is a heavy loss to his owner. it 
makes his surviving brother, Florizel, all the 
more valuable (o the king. -Xnother brother, Di.i- 
mond Jubilee, is in the Argentine. Sir. Whitney 
has a two-year-old colt by Persimmon out of Urania 
(by Hanover, out of Wanda, by Mortemer), which 
is considered a good youngster. J. J. Burke.

Jockey Y’orke, who drew a susi>ension for the rest 
of the meeting at Tampa, has returned to New Or- 
leans and will help his employer, M. L. Britton, 
prepare The Shaughraun for the Crescent City Derby. 

Thursday was Italian day at the Tampa race 
track. The Italian ambassador to this country, 
accompanied by tlie officers and men of the warship 
Etruria, attended the races. They were received 
by Govefnor Broward, of Florida. 

Trainer John W. Rogers is preparing Sea Wolf 
for e.arly racing and says the gelding is a sure 
starter in the Carter Handicap. The winner of 
last year’s Swift Stakes is wintering well at tlie 
Whitney quarters at Aiken, South Carolina. 

XV. S. Payne, the veteran breeder at Maplewood 
Stud, last season leased the breeding qualities of 
his entire band of broodmares to Ed Corrigan and 
he believes everyone of these stud matrons are now 
in foal. Tliey were bred principally to McGee and 
Scintillant II.
